This statement was made yesterday 
by Col. G. G. Nasmith, CM.O, be- 
fore members, of the . SamarICab Club 
at the Gage' Institute. Speaking on 
"He^th Conservation.-'* Col. Nasmith 
sold that the average person to-day 
knew ten times as much about per- 



sonal health conservation as he did 
ten years ago. 'The health of the 
average person can he conserved and 
Improved.” he explained. 'Tain limits 
the outlook and lessens the indl- 
vldu-aJ’s interest In life. Only the 
very few who possess indomitable will 
and optimism cart surmount the diffi- 
culties Of 111 health; It follows then 
that health Is the most Valuable 
thing In the world.” 

There were three' great forces at 
work In health conversation, he point- 
ed out. These were' the fWeral. • pro'- 
vlnclal^and local offlcloL bodies; the 
great voluntary organlaatlons, and 
the practice of good health habits. - 
Of the great voluntary organtra- 
tlons. Col. Nasmith made special 
reference to the Canadian Medical As- 
sociation. the Dental Hygiene Council 
and the Red Cross. Last year, he said, 
the Canadian Red Croas andSlts Dom- 
inion. provincial and locsr^«oups 
spent 1750,000 In Red Cross work. 
Thirty-five thouiuuid Immigrants were 
looked after at the port nurseries.
